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ANNOUNCE REVISED 
CRUISE ITINERARY 


Chief Of Naval Operations 
Approves New Schedule 
For Fleet 


WILL VISIT MORE PORTS 


REVISED itinerary of the Australian- 

New Zealand cruise has been approved 
by the Chief of Naval Operations, and 
un announcement of the completed 
itinerary was made at the Navy Depart- 
ment on April 13. The authorities in the 
Navy Department have made the changes 
at the urgent requests that have been com- 
ing from every section of Australia and 
New Zealand. The itinerary has also been 
extended to inelude the Island of Tahiti 
of the society group under French con- 
trol. 

Under the new itinerary, the Seattle, 
after leaving Samoa on the return trip, 
will visit the Island. The light cruiser 
division, consisting of the Marblehead and 
Memphis, will accompany the Seattle to 
Tahiti and after visiting the Galapagos 
Island will proceed to the Canal and ar- 
rive at Guam, Panama, on October 8. 
The Seattle will proceed directly to San 
Diego. 

VISITING DATES CHANGED 

The battleship Idaho is added to the 
ships visiting Sydney and Auckland. The 
dates of visiting Melbourne and Sydney 
have been changed. Under the old schedule, 
Melbourne was to be visited on July 12, 
and under the new, July 23. Under the 
old schedule, Sydney was to be visited on 
July 18, and under the new, July 23. Un- 
der the old schedule, the Wellington date 
was August 6, and under the new, August 
11. While the Auckland was August 7, 
and the new date August 11. Additions 
to the itinerary are Hobart, Tasmania, 
Tahiti, Taio, Hae, Galapagos Islands. 

The new schedule of cruiser division 
number two, composed of Richmond, Tren- 
ton, Marblehead and Memphis, is as fol- 
lows: Melbourne, arrive July 23, depart 
August 3; Hobart, arrive August 5, de- 
part August 7; Wellington, arrive August 
11, depart August 24. , 

One of the new features of the maneu- 
vers, is the assignment of about 75 Naval 
Reserve Officers of the junior grade to the 
Fleet. This number have been called to 
active duty and joined the Fleet on April 
16, serving principally on destroyers. It 
is not understood that any of them will 
take the Australian trip, but will return 
in June, 

The following is the completed schedule 
of the Australian-New Zealand cruise as 
siven out at the Department.

UNITED STATES FLEET BEGINS MAIN 
1925 MANEUVERS IN MID-PACIFIC 


TEAMING to attack the Hawaiian 

Islands, the Blue Fleet is today some- 
where in the Pacific and reports of an 
engagement with the Black, or defending, 
Fleet are momentarily expected. 

The combined Fleet left San Francisco 
on the morning of April 15 to partici- 
pate in Joint Army and Navy Problem No. 
3. The combined Fleet, or Blue Fleet, is 
under command of Admiral 8. 8. Robison, 
Commander-in-Chief, Battle Fleet. during 
the problem. The Marine Expeditionary 
Force is under the command of Maj. 
Gen. W. C. Neville, U.S.M.C., who, with 
his chief of staff, Col. R. H. unlap, 
U.S.M.C., and 11 other members of the 
staff is quartered on board the U.S.S. 
California. 

BLACK FLEET AIDS DEFENSE 

The Blue Fleet has as its objective 
the Hawaiian Islands where the Black 
Forces under Maj. Gen. E. M. Lewis, 
U.S.A., and Rear Adm. J. D. McDonald, 
U.S.N., will defend the islands. All types 
of vessels belonging to the Navy and in- 
eluding all types of aircraft will partici- 
pate in this problem and the maneuvers 
will probably be the most complete that 
the United States has ever held. 

During the trip of the Blue Fleet radio 
silence will be maintained until the com- 
pletion of the maneuvers and no press dis- 
patches will be sent. This arrangement is 
necessary in order to prevent the Black 
Forces from obtaining information in re- 


gard to the positions of ships and their 
future movements. However, the represen- 
tatives of all the large press associations 
will be present with the fleet and full de- 
tails of these maneuvers will be given to 
the press upon their completion. 

In addition to the correspondents, forty 
editors and managers of prominent news- 
papers throughout the country have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Secretary of 
the Navy to accompany the fleet. These 
editors have been assigned to the battle- 
ships for the trip and will have an excel- 
lent opportunity to see the Navy under 
war conditions. 

There will be about 60 reserve officers 
detailed to make the cruise with the fleet 
who will be distributed among the battle- 
ships and destroyers. 

With newspaper correspondents, editors 
and reservists and the Marine Expedition- 
ary Force, the combatant ships of the 
Blue Fleet will be taxed to their capacity 
for accommodations, but as these are war 
maneuvers the slight discomforture will 
probably not be noticed. 

The U.S.S. Seattle, Flagship of Admiral 
Coontz, left San Francisco on Tuesday 
afternoon, April 14, for Honolulu direct. 
The Seattle took as a passenger Maj. Gen. 
John L. Hines, U.S.A. Admiral Coontz 
and General Hines are the senior umpires 
for the Joint Army and Navy Problem 
and will make their headquarters at Hono- 
lulu during the problem. 





BEAUFORT COURT-MARTIAL 


THE Court of Inquiry has recommended 
that Comdr. D. W. Fuller and five of 
the officers of the U.S.S. Beaufort be tried 
by court-martial as the result of the dry 
raid which was conducted when the Beau- 
fort returned to Norfolk from the West 
Indies. The other officers are: Lt. Clar- 
ence W. Baker (SC), Lt. Fred M. Rohow 
(MC), Lt. (j.g.) R. D. Hill, Jr., Mach. 
Frank M. Hendricks and Chief Pay Clk. 
J. P. Gallagher. 

Although the specifications and the per- 
sonnel of the court have not been made 
public, the Secretary let it be known that 
the charges against Commander Fuller are 
not as serious as those against the other 
officers. He is charged with negligence, 
while the charges against the others in- 
volve the possession of intoxicating liquor.

DECREE IN THOMAS CASE 


HE decree in the Thomas injunction 

ease, restraining the Comptroller Gen- 
eral from checking the pay of Lt. William 

Thomas, stationed at the Naval Air 
Station, Anacostia, is a little broader than 
in the Cox case. In it the Comptroller 
General is “enjoined and commanded” to 
pay to Lieutenant Thomas $1,533.30, which 
is the amount deducted from his pay under 
the Comptroller's decision. Justice Hoehl- 
ing, who signed the decree, also restrains 
the Secretary of Navy from carrying out 
Al-Nav. 24, under which only a part of 
Lieutenant Thomas’ pay was to be de- 
ducted.

Paul S. Reinecke, has been appointed for 
the purpose of making a preliminary ex- 
amination and survey authorized by the 
river and harbor act approved March 3, 
1925, of Deeper Waterway from the Great 
Lakes to the Hudson River, suitable for 
vessels of a draft of 20 to 25 feet. The 
board will make use, so far as applicable, 
of existing data and make its report on 
or before May 1, 1926. 

The board will assemble at such times 
and places as may be designated by the 
senior member, and is authorized to visit 
such points as it deems necessary for 
the proper performance of its duties.

ARMY WINS DECISION 
IN INCOME TAX CASE 


U. S. Court of Claims Rules 
Commutation and Rent 


Non-Taxable 


AFFECTS ALL SERVICES 


IN an opinion of from 12,000 to 13,000 

words, the Court of Claims of the 
United States decided on April 13 that 
commutation allowances and the rent for 
public quarters should not be included in 
the income returns of an officer. 

The opinion was rendered by Judge 
Graham and concurred in by Judges Hay, 
Downey and Campbell. The title of the 
case is Clifford Jones vs. The United 
States, but will apply to all officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps. Inferen- 
tially, it will include all of the Services 
under the joint pay act. The amount in- 
volved in this case was 21.89, but the total 
for all of the Services, it is thought, will 
amount to millions. : 

COURT STATES CASE 

In its findings of fact, the court states: 
“During the period August 12, 1923, to 
December 31, 1923, plaintiff was on duty 
in the city of Washington, D. C., where 
there were no public quarters available, 
and he was paid the sym of $500 cash by 
the War Department as money allowance 
for the rental of quarters, and in fact did 
actually expend for quarters in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia during said period more 
than $500.” 

Previous to this period it was stated 
Major Jones was on duty at Ft. Monroe, 
where he occupied Government quarters, 
and that the Government estimated the 
rent at $940, basing it on the regular com- 
mutation of quarter allowances. Includ- 
ing these allowances in his pay, the In- 
ternal Revenue assessed Major Jones 
$210.73. He paid this amount, but pro- 
tested one-fourth of the amount of $52.68, 
which was the basis of the suit. 

The court proceeded to give the his- 
tory of the law and regulations relative 
to quarters and commutation for quarters 
of the Army, showing that it is military 
necessity for officers to reside at military 
posts and that the arrangement was made 
for the convenience of the Government 
and for the maintenance of the efficiency 
of the Army. The court took the position 
that officers and enlisted men were com- 
pelled under the law to live at or near 
Government posts, and the allowance was 
more in the nature of a_ reimbursement 
than part of the compensation of an officer 
or enlisted man. 

The court drew a parallel between the 
Attorney General, his assistants, and the 
officers of the Army. ‘It was stated that 
the Attorney General occupied an expen- 
sive building furnished by the Government, 
but in the event that he should leave the 
service of the Government he would be 
compelled to pay rent for his private office. 
The inference was that if commutation of 
quarters is to be included in the pay of 
Army officers, the Attorney General when 
he makes out his income tax should in- 
clude the rent, which the Government pays 
for his office, or the offices of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. : : 

Taking up the points of law involved, 
the court said: 

Section 213 of the revenue act of 1921 (42 
Stat. 237) enumerates with precision the various 
modes of accumulation which constitute under 
the statute gross income. So far as pertinent to 
the present discussion it may be abbreviatively 
reproduced as follows: 

“That for the purposes of this title * * * 
the term ‘gross income’ (a) includes gains, 
profits and income derived from salaries, wages

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or compensation for personal service (including 
in the case of the President of the United States, 
the judges of the Supreme and Inferior Courts 
of the United States, and all other officers and 
employees, whether elected or appointed, of the 
United States, Alaska, Hawaii or any political 
subdivision thereof, or the District of Columbia, 
the compensation received as such) of whatever 
kind and in whatever form paid * * *.,” 

It is to be observed that the parenthetical 
clause of the foregoing section of the revenue 
law is susceptible to a construction that Con- 
gress intended to impose upon the Government 
officers mentioned an income tax on their “‘cem- 
pensation received as such.” Whether we as- 
sume the words “as such’’ intentionally modify 
compensation or officer, it is certain that they 
serve a purpose and were intended to make a 
distinction in dealing with the officers men- 
tioned ; otherwise they would not have been used. 
Jones v. Parker, 67 Tex. 76, 81. 


In expanding the subject, the court 
placed the President of the United States 
on the same pay status with the officers 
of the Army, inferentially indicating that 
the President made a mistake in not in- 
eluding the rent of the White House in 
his income return, if the Government's 
position in including the rent for Army 
quarters is correct. 

CITES REVENUE ACTS 
In this connection the court sets forth: 


“The revenue acts prior to 1918 excluded from 
income taxation the compensation received by 
the President, Federal judges, and officers and 
employees of a State, except as to the latter 
such as might be paid to them by the Federal 
Government. The revenue acts of 1918 and 
1921, 40 Stat. 1065, 42 Stat. 227, 238, taxed the 
compensation received by the President and the 
Federal judges, employing in the taxing acts the 
identical language involved herein. Having ex- 
cluded in the first revenue laws the compensua- 
tion of the President and the Federal judges 
from income taxation, unquestionably because of 
its doubtful constitutionality, Congress con- 
cluded in 1918 and following years to raise the 
question. The debates in Congress so indicate. 
The issue was finally presented to the Supreme 
Court in Evans v. Gore, 253 U. S. 245, and the 
tax imposed upon the Federal judiciary was 
declared to be unconstitutional. The Revenue 
Bureau, however, has consistently and persist- 
ently ruled that Federal judges are not subject 
to a new or increased tax if appointed prior 
to the passage of such a taxing statute, and 
since the act of 1921 in no wise increased the 
tax, all judges appointed since February 24, 
1919, are subject to an income tax upon their 
salary. The same ruling has been made as to 
the Presidency. The incumbent of that office, 
elected after the passage of the act of 1918, 
has been taxed. Therefore, it seems quite clear 
that the purpose and intent of Congress in in- 
serting the parenthetical clause in the act of 
1918 and continuing the exact language in sub- 
sequent legislation was to tax the compensation 
received by the President and Federal judges in 
their official capacity. In other words, to sub- 
ject them to an imposition of the tax as such 
officers, whereas they had theretofore been ex- 
cluded. As to the officers and employes of the 
United States, its island possessions and the 
District of Columbia, the reason for specific 
reference to them is not clear. Just why they 
were joined in the clause is not apparent. In 
any event, their inclusion does not change the 
inference that what Congress intended and de- 
signedly expressed was to reach the compensa- 
tion received by all such officers. So that so 
far as the construction of the taxing statute 
is involved, the real issue as to this aspect 
of the case is whether the allowance known 
as commutation of quarters, or assignment and 
occupancy of quarters rented an officer, is com- 
pensation.” 


ALLOWANCES COMPARED 


After stating the question of what is 
compensation is not a new subject in the 
Court of Claims and quoting numerous 
decisions in which the Supreme Court and 
other courts had made a distinction be- 
tween allowances of different character 
and salary or pay, the court again took 
up the comparison of the allowances of 
Army officers with the officers of the civil 
establishment, including the President. In 
this connection, the court says: 

“Congress annually appropriates certain sums 
for the executive department and likewise a 
travel allowance. Such appropriations have not 
been and are not charged against the Presi- 
dent as compensation. Members of Congress 
receive certain allowances. This court de- 
termined with reference to mileage that the 
allowance was not part of their compensation. 


Wilson v. United States, 44 C. Cls. 428. A vast 
number of Government employees receive travel- 
ing expenses and fixed sums in lieu of sub- 
sistence when away on Government affairs. 
Clearly such allowances are for purposes of 
reimbursement. Each member of the Cabinet 
is furnished means of transportation at Gov- 
ernment expense. The Vice President is al- 
lowed a sum sufficient to procure and main- 
tain an automobile. It is not even suggested 
that allowances of this character are compen- 
sation. In what respect, then, is the allow- 
ance of public quarters or commutation of 
quarters to an Army officer different in charac- 
ter from one intended as reimbursement? We 
are quite firmly convinced that not only are 
they not allowances of a compensatory charac- 
ter, but they are not income as well. It is 
common knowledge that the President of the 
United States receives as compensation $75,000 
per annum. 


In conclusion, the court pointed out: 


“In the determination of the issue we keep 
constantly to the fore the pertinent fact that 
we are dealing with a governmental institution, 
an organization whose internal affairs are reg- 
ulated by military law and regulations, and 
that whatever gain accrues to the officer by 
reason of these particular allowances must be 
a gain derived from the particular services he 
renders for which remuneration is paid, and 
which the laws of the organization exact as 
quid pro quo. It is conceded that an officer, 
as part of his military duty, must reside at 
his post or station. No one would have the 
courage to assert that such was not the fact. 

“Indeed, it is a primary necessity, the one 
thing within the intent and purpose of the law, 
both civil and military. If quarters are avail- 
able the officer must live there. He has no 
choice. The extent of quarters assigned him, 
the number of rooms essential for his needs, is 
fixed not by the officer, but by law. No matter 
how inconvenient, if adequate he must occupy 
them or lose the allowance and obtain permis- 
sion otherwise. Nor does he have the choice of 
domicile. He may be in the East today and in 
the West tomorrow. When the nature of his 
duties does not require his personal presence 
the allowance does not follow. More than 65 
per cent of the Army officers occupy public 
quarters. 

“There are additional instances in the regu- 
lations where the allowance is lost, and lost 
because not indispensable for the performance 
of the service required. While the mere char- 
acter of the contingency may not irrevocably 
determine the nature of the allowance, it is a 
prime factor available as such in reaching a 
conclusion as to whether it is a gain derived 
from service. The officer may not rent the 
premises assigned and live away from them. 
He has no control thereover, except the naked 
rirht of an uncertain period of occupancy. The 
advantage which accrues, the gain which ob- 
tains, if any such obtains, is to be ascertained 
by comparison only, and the comparison re- 
sorted to is one involving the mode of living 
in civil life with that which obtains in the 
Army. Aside from the pronounced dissimilar- 
itv of the two, the argument predicated thereon 
affords no solution of the problem, for the 
conclusion drawn results only in a_ saving, 
which of itself is not income. It is said that 
if the officer was not permitted to occupy pub- 
lic quarters he would be compelled to hire them 
and vay the expense from his salary. 

“The Denvartment of Justice in Washington 
oreunies and conducts the major portion of its 
affairs from a commodious and modern office 
building, rented from the owner and the rent 
paid bv the Government. If the learned Assist- 
ant Attorney should resign his public office and 
resume private practice, he would manifestly 
be reouired to rent an office and pay from his 
own income the expenses thereof. Does this 
fact indubitably characterize the privilege of 
occupancy of an office in the Department, rent 
free. as income? We think noi, for both he 
and an officer of the Army must remain in the 
quarters assigned them as an inseparable part 
of their prescribed duties, just as much so as 
is the conductine of a trial or the giving of 
military instructions or the training of troons. 
The public euarters of the officer is his office 
as well as his temporary home. It is not, as 
well said in the case of Tennant v. Smith, supra, 
what is paid. out but what comes in that con- 
stitutes income. It is indeed far from impres- 
sive that where an employer, in the course of 
the promotion and efficiency of the enterprise 
in which he is encaced, must of necessity pro- 
vide the indisnensable facilities for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the same, because vper- 
chance an emplovee in the not to be avoided 
course of his duties may be in a position to 
avoid an exvense which in a different charac- 
ter of service he might be obliced to incur. 
that therefore the use of the facility constitutes 
income. 

“In anv event, the contention is without 
merit. Situations must be faced as they exist; 
rights are not to be determined upon a hypo- 
thetical basis in the face of facts. The Army 
officer may not provide himself with his own 
quarters. No such rerulation or law has ever 
prevailed. Congress has never accorded the 
privilege, and the provision for commutation 
emphasizes the fact. On the contrary. the Gov- 
ernment furnishes the quarters as a part of 
the military establishment itself.”

SHIFT IN BRANCHES 
OF W. D. ANNOUNCED 


Few General Staff Changes 
Due to War Suspension 


of Manchu Law 
FIRST AUTHENTIC LIST 


T HE first official list of changes in War 
Department branches was announced 
this week. Partial lists which have ap- 
peared in other papers are said to be con- 
sidered unauthoritative at the War De- 
partment. 

Only 16 officers out_of the 77 who are 
serving with the War Department General 
Staff have been or will be relieved this 
vear under the Manchu Law. Of the 97 
serving with troops only 7 are due to be 
relieved. This is below normal, as under 
the policy of the Department it is planned 
to relieve one-fourth of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff every year. _ 

Matters have not yet been adjusted, as 
the result of the suspension of the Manchu 
Law during the war period. The majority 
of the members of the General Staff serv- 
ing in the War Department and with 
troops were assigned in the year of 1924, 
and it is said that it will be some time 
before there can be a normal flow each 
year to and from the General Staff. 

SHIFTS OF OFFICERS 

As has been previously announced in 
orders, Brig. Gen. Leroy Eltinge, the head 
of the War Plans Division, has been re- 
lieved, and Col. John B. Bennett, who has 
been Acting Assistant Chief of Staff G-2, 
will be due for relief on June 1. Brig. 
Gen. Campbell King, who is returning 
from the Philippines, has been ordered to 
report to the Chief of Staff, as has Brig. 
Gen. H. A. Smith, who is to be relieved 
from Leavenworth. Neither the Secretary 
of War nor the Chief of Staff has indi- 
cated the assignment of either of these 
officers. 

There is an impression that as General 
Smith was formerly Assistant Com- 
mandant of the War College and has just 
completed a tour of duty at Leavenworth 
that he will go to the War Plans Division. 
By the same process of reasoning, General 
King, who formerly served on the G-1 
division of the General Staff, will relieve 
Colonel Bennett. 

Included in the list who have been or 
soon will be ordered away from Washing- 
ton are Col. George C. Barnhardt, G-3; 
Col. George S. Estes, G-3; Col. Frank C. 
Jewell, G-3; Col. Julian R. Lindsey, G-4; 
Col. William R. Smedberg, G-1; Col. Wil- 
liam E. Welch, G-3; Col. John E. Wood- 
ward, G-1; Lt. Col. Raymond W. Briggs, 
G-1: Lt. Col. James H. Bryson, office of 
the Deputy Chief of Staff; Col. F.C.

Plans Division; Lt. Col. Lorenzo D. Gas- 
ser, secretary of the General Staff; Lt. 
Col. Asa L. Singleton, War Plans Divi- 
sion; and Capt. James H. Bogart, G-2. 

Officers who serve on the General Staff 
with troops who are due to be relieved are:

A number of changes in the personnel of 
the various War Department branches will 
also be made within the next several 
months, some of which have already been 
accomplished.

It was this organization whic - 
sored the so-called icltcfinr-Jeboeee ak 
introduced at the last session of Congress 
(S. 4044 and H. R. 11641), which pro 
vided and directed that the Secretary of 
W ar should revise and rearrange the pro- 
motion list so that persons appointed 
from the emergency forces to the grades 
of Captains, ist Lieutenants and 2d 
Lieutenants in the Regular Army under 
Section 24 of the Army Reorganization 
Act of June 4, 1920, should be placed 
on said list in the respective grades to 
which they were originally appointed im- 
mediately below the Captains, 1st Lieu- 
tenants and 2d Lieutenants, respectively 
of the Regular Army as of July 1, 1920, 
according to commissioned service ren- 
dered prior to November 11, 1918. 





WORDING VAGUE 


Section 24a of the Reorganizati 
ganization Act 

of June 4, 1920, prescribing the manner 

in which the original promotion list should 


.be arranged, provided simply that “per- 


sons to be appointed as Captains or Lieu- 
tenants under the provisions of Section 
24, hereof, shall be placed according to 
commissioned service rendered prior to 
November 11, 1918,” ete. 


The War Department construed this 
provision of the Act as placing Captains, 
Ast Lieutenants and 2d Lieutenants in 
hodge-podge,” the Association claims. 
The result was that persons selected by 
the Pershing Boards under Section 24 
were placed on the promotion list accord- 
ing to length of commissioned service 
regardless of the grade to which they were 
appointed. Thus, an officer selected by 
the Pershing Boards and appointed to 
the grade of 2d Lieutenant was placed 
on the promotion list ahead of all per- 
sons Selected and appointed to the grades 
of Captain and I1st Lieutenant if his 
oT ge — prior to November 

5 . exceeded thos i 
the higher grades. + Sree 

The Association feels that this con- 
struction and practice of the Department 
was contrary to the intention of Con- 
gress; that the Act of June 4, 1920, con- 
templated that emergency officers ap- 
pointed to the grade of Captain should 
be placed among themselves in that grade 
according to commissioned service, and 
that 1st Lieutenants should be placed 
among themselves according to commis- 
sioned service, and so on. 

The Association was organized for the 
purpose of securing legislation to remedy 
the situation, and the McKellar-Johnson 
Bill was drafted to accomplish this pur- 
pose. The members of the Association 
appear to have impressed Senator McKel- 
lar and Captain Johnson that there is 
real merit in their claim. 

By securing an examination of the pro- 
motion list, they have shown that a large 
number of officers who were appointed 
to the grade of 2d Lieutenants, under 
Section 24 of the Reorganization Act on 
July 1, 1920, are now in the grade of 
Captain, and far ahead on the list of 
those appointed at the same time to the 
grade of Captain. Quite a few who were 
originally appointed Captains, but later 
demoted to the next lower grade, it was 
shown to the Senator and member, have 
not yet regained their captaincy, while oth- 
ers appointed at the same time to lower 
grades are well up on the list toward 
the majorities, simply because they had 
longer commissioned’ service prior to 
November 11, 1918. 

The Association has retained as its 
attorney, George M. Wilmeth, whose of- 
fice is in the Transportation Building, 
Washington, D. C. Mr. Wilmeth has 
compiled data and statistics which he in- 
tends to submit to the Military Affairs 
Committee of both Houses when the bill, 
which he plans to have reintroduced early 


at the next session, comes before them 
for consideration. The expenses of the 
Association are met by voluntary con- 
tributions from officers who are interested 
0 the enactment of the proposed legis- 
ation.

GIVE RULES GOVERNING 
CARRYING OF PISTOLS 


F interest to those branches of the 

service carrying side arms is_ the 
promulgation made by the War Depart- 
ment this week of the rules governing the 
conduct of men armed with the pistol. 
Pending the revision of Training Regula- 
tions 50-20, and in addition to changes 
appearing in Changes in Training Regula- 
tions for the years 1923 and 1924, the 
following changes in T. R. 50-20 read as 
follows: 

“Officers and enlisted men armed with 
the pistol only remain at the position of 
the soldier without arms during the exe- 
cution of the manual, except when their 
units are brought to the present as a part 
of a ceremony, such as— 

“1. The ceremonies described in T. R. 








“2. The presentation of an organization 
to its commander. 

“3. At retreat. 

“4. At guard mounting. 

“Under the conditions set forth above, 
officers and enlisted men armed with the 
pistol only execute the first motion of the 
hand salute at the command ‘arms,’ anda 
the second motion of the hand salute at 
the command of execution of the next 
command. 

“When organizations and detachments 
are not formed as part of a larger unit, 
and are composed entirely of men armed 
with the pistol, the commands for render- 
ing the salute prescribed above are: ‘1, By 
the numbers; 2, hand; 3, SALUTE; 4, 
TWO.’ 

“Individuals leading or driving animals 
;, standing to horse do not execute the 
salute.” 


PERRY MEMORIAL DEDICATION 


THE ceremonies at the unveiling of the 
Perry Memorial, Trinidad, B. W. I., on 
April 13 were featured by a speech lauding 
Commodore Perry, which was made by the 
American Consul, H. D. Baker, according 
to report. :

Curtis D. Wilbur, the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps Country Club has received 
u new impetus.

A great number of prominent men who 
served in the Army or Navy during the 
war are taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of continuing or renewing their 
associations with officers of the regular 
services. Because of this comradeship, 
membership has been opened to all Reserve 
and former officers, and this plan has met 
with the hearty approval of all.

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 





[By Air Mail] 


A PRIL 5 to April 15, 1925, will be a 

week long remembered by officers and 
men of the fleet assembled in San Fran- 
cisco Bay. Under ordinary circumstances 
the departure of the fleet on a six months’ 
cruise requires the concentrated efforts of 
officers and men. The same applies under 
normal conditions when the fleet starts out 
on an important war game. But when the 
above two conditions are combined with 10 
days of continuous entertainment, it can 
readily be seen that such a 10 days will 
long be remembered. 


THE stay of the fleet in San Francisco 

has been marked by the most generous 
hospitality on the part of the Citizens En- 
tertainment Committee and by the many 
individual friends of the fleet in the city. 
In addition to numerous banquets, balls, 
and dances for the enlisted men, the city 
has provided free automobile trips for 
officers and chief petty officers. All officers 
and men in uniform were given free trans- 
portation on the street cars, and every 
effort made to make their stay in San 
Francisco a most pleasant one. 


HE U.S.S. Idaho has been included in 
the list of ships to make the cruise to 
Australia. The Idaho was originally 
scheduled to remain at Honolulu during 
the month of July and proceed to the 


Navy Yard, Puget Sound, for docking and 
overhaul, but as it was desired to take as 
many ships as possible on this cruise, ar- 
rangements were made in the overhaul 
schedules of various other ships which pro- 
vided work at the Navy Yard during the 
absence of the fleet. The Idaho will join 
Battleship Division Four on the cruise 
and will go to Sydney and Auckland. 


THE Australian Commissioner, Mr. El- 
der, now in the United States, was in 
San Francisco during the stay of the fleet, 
and it is understood has requested Admiral 
Coontz to make a redistribution of ships 
for Australia and New Zealand. Mr. Elder 
requested that ships be assigned to the 
capitals of all the Australian States and 
to limit the stay of the ships in the vari- 
ous ports to about two weeks. 


THE schedule for overhaul of battleships 
at the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, has 
been modified as follows: the U.S.S. Okla- 
homa will overhaul from September 18 to 
October 30 and she will leave Honolulu in 
advance of the fleet in order to meet this 
date; the U.S.S. California will overhaul 
from October 15 to November 27; the 
U.S.S. West Virginia from November 9 to 
December 19; and the U.S.S. Mississippi 
from December 10 to January 21. 





NAVY AIR SERVICE 





Announcement was made at the Navy 
Department recently of the schedule 
which the Los Angeles and Patoka are to 
follow in the trip from Lakehurst to Ber- 
muda. The Los Angeles made a trial trip 
on April 16. She returned to her hangar 
for repairs to her water-recovery system 
and is expected to leave for Bermuda_to- 
day. She will remain there until April 
22. The Patoka is due to arrive at 
Bermuda late April 15, where she will 
await the arrival of the Los Angeles. 
She will act as the mobile base for the 
Los Angeles, and mooring tests and experi- 
ments in various localities will be made 
by the airship and the Patoka. The Los 
Angeles will return to Lakehurst on April 
23, and will remain there until April 26 
for overhaul. The Patoka will proceed to 
Mayaguez, Porto Rico, and the Los An- 
geles will make another practice flight to 
Porto Rico, being due to arrive there on 
April 27, and will maneuver in that vicin- 
ity until May 16. She will return again to 
Lakehurst on May 17, and will engage in 
a number of practice flights in that 
vicinity. Under the direction of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nauties, the Los Angeles will make pres- 
sure gauge measurements and other demon- 
strations. 


HREE HUNDRED miles of the coast 

line of Cuba and adjacent islands will 
be mapped photographically from the air 
by a Navy plane this Spring. The werk 
will be done in cooperation with the Navy 
Hydrographic Office, which for some years 
past has been engaged in making naviga- 





tional charts of the sea and land areas in 
the Caribbean. 

A Navy torpedo plane from the Naval Air 
Station at Hampton Roads is being used 
for this work by Lt. (j.g.) John H. Hykes, 
of the Naval Air Station at Pensacola, Fla. 
Lieutenant Hykes left Hampton Roads 
several days ago to fly to Cuba, arriving 
at the Gulf of Batabano, near the scene of 
the mapping, on April 4. The area to be 
mapped will include Cardenas Bay, on 
the northern coast of Cuba; the southern 
coast of the Isle of Pines, lying off the 
southern coast of Cuba; and islands to the 
north and northeast of the Isle of Pines. 

It is anticipated that this work will 
take from a month to six weeks. After 
the photographs have been taken they will 
be developed and printed at the Naval Air 
Station, Pensacola, and turned over to the 
Hydrographic Office for assembly into com- 
pleted maps. The use of aerial mapping 
cameras in aircraft makes it possible to 
secure infinitely greater detail of the coast 
line, including shoals, channels, etc., than 
is possible by the usual method of survey- 
ing on the ground or with boats. The 
minute indentations of the coast line and 
the type of vegetation extending to the 
water's edge and the appearance of beaches 
will all be disclosed with photographic 
accuracy in the completed aerial mosaic 
photographic map. 

This is the second year that naval 
planes have cooperated with the Hydro- 
graphic Office in surveys made in the 
Caribbean. 


NAVY SUPPLY CORPS 





[|X advance of making important pur- 
chases, the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts sends letters to chambers of com- 
merce throughout the United States, to 
manufacturing organizations, and to trade 
journals, stating in general terms that cer- 
tain quantities of materials are to be pur- 
chased by the Navy. By means of this 
procedure, the Navy’s needs have received 
considerable publicity in trade papers. It 
is expected, also, that the publicity thus 
obtained will produce valuable suggestions 
from market experts. 


URING the past year, by utilizing ex- 

cess stocks to fill needs at other points, 
the expenditure of nearly $2,500,000 has 
been avoided. 


THE Secretary of the Navy recently ar- 
ranged with the Dollar Steamship Com- 
pany for the establishment of regular serv- 
ice—at 50-day intervals—to Guam. This 
service will aid the Navy to meet trans- 
portation difficulties peculiar to Guam, due 
to its isolated position and to the fact 
that only one Tees transport operates 
regularly in the Pacific. 


URSUANT to the request of the War 

Department, the Navy has agreed that 
future Navy contracts permit of supply- 
ing the needs of the Army Transport Ser- 
vice for all kinds of lubricating oils. The 
present contracts permit the Panama 
Canal activities, the Coast Guard, and the 
Army Engineers to purchase for their 
needs. This procedure is important, not 
only as a means for supplying the best 
grades of oil at reasonable prices, but, 
further, it will insure that the Army 
Transport Servce becomes familiar with 
the use of Navy oils which would be the 
standard for all Marine services during 
any war period. 


THE Navy’s “Shipping Guide No. 1,” 
prepared and distributed by the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts to the Ser- 
vice some time ago, has met a long-felt 
want. The pamphlet lists the location and 
the address—mail, telegraph, and _ ship- 
ping—of the shore stations of the Navy 
within the continental limits of the United 
States and of Alaska.

PROCUREMENT SYSTEM 


NNOUNCEMENT was made by the 

Acting Secretary of War, Dwight F 
Davis, on April 14, that in connection 
with the duties of his office pertaining to 
procurement of supplies and plans for jp. 
dustrial mobilization, his office has been 
engaged for some time in working on g 
plan for showing graphically, and con- 
stantly up to date, the condition of all the 
procurement and supply activities of the 
War Department and the Army. 

The study has now reached a point 
where he had invited and received an ae. 
ceptance from Col. Leonard Porter Ayres 
Reserve Corps, Cleveland, Ohio, to lend his 
assistance in perfecting this graphic sys. 
tem. ‘

NON-STOP SEAPLANE FLIGHT 


NON-STOP flight by naval seaplanes 

to the Hawaiian Islands will be under. 
taken this Summer. The planes will take 
off from either San Diego or San Fran- 
cisco. Two planes which have been de. 
veloped at the naval aircraft factory in 
Philadelphia will participate in the flight 
while a third, which is now building at the 
plant of the Boening Airplane Company, in 
Seattle, will be used if completed in time 
for the initial attempt. 

The non-stop flight to Honolulu will be 
undertaken as a full scale test of the types 
which have been developed under the cog- 
nizance of the Navy Department. The 
planes used will be the long-distance patrol 
types developed for overseas scouting op- 
erations from a land base. This is a par- 
ticular phase of naval aviation development 
which has been in progress under the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics for several years. 

The personnel who will take part in the 
flights will be selected and detailed to this 
duty by the commander of the Aircraft 
Squadrons, Scouting Fleet, and the con- 
mander of the Aircraft Squadrons, Battle 
Fleet. 

According to present plans the planes 
from the naval aircraft factory will be 
shipped to San Diego for assembly and 
test the latter part of April. These planes 
are known as the PN-9 type. The type is 
a twin engine, tractor boat seaplane. It 
carries normally a crew of five men and 
weighs fully loaded 18,125 pounds, or 
slightly over 9 tons, of which 50 per cent 
is useful load. Its Packard engines are 
rated at 475 horsepower but actually de- 
velop over 500 horsepower, giving a maxi- 
mum speed of 117 miles per hour and a 
cruising speed of 80 miles per hour. 

The Boening type, which is under con- 
struction in Seattle, is expected to be 
capable of making 2,500 miles in non-stop 
flight. It will incorporate several inter- 
esting features, among which is the placing 
of the two Packard engines in tandem so 
that when in the air one of the power 
plants may be shut down for minor adjust- 
ments. This arrangement is also expected 
to make for economy in fuel consumption 
at cruising speeds.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


HE suggestion has been made in the 

Navy Department that officers who are 
retired for age in grade, or for other rea- 
sons than physical disabilities, should be 
placed on a Reserve list. The plan would 
provide that only officers who are totally 
physically deficient should be carried on 
a retired list. Some legislation of this 
character may be submitted to Congress at 
the next session. 

This, it is claimed, would disarm any 
criticism of the retired list on the part of 
Congress. It would also be more expres- 
sive of the relations of a larger portion of 
the retired list to the Navy. As in the 
last war, and all other wars, retired offi- 
cers who were physically able of perform- 
ing duty were called into active service 
and proved of great value to the Govern- 
ment. This was done both in the Army 
and the Navy, and will be the policy fol- 
lowed in any other war. 


WILL HAVE LIST 


SUCH an arrangement, it is believed, 
2 would prove more satisfactory to offi- 
cers who are retired under present law 
for age in grade. Another advantage 
would be that there would always be on 
file in the Navy Department a list of offi- 
cers who could qualify for active duty in 
the event of war. 

Most of them would go on staff duty, 
but it would be a great assistance to the 
authorities at the Navy Department in the 
event of war to have those who retired for 
physical disabilities separated from those 
who were taken off the active list for 
other reasons. 

Even officers who retire on account of 
age could take a physical examination to 
determine whether they shall be placed 
upon the retired list or upon the reserve 
list. This class of reserves might be re- 
quired to take an annual physical exami- 
nation to determine whether they shall re- 
main on the reserve list or go on the re- 
tired list. 

JOURNAL WILL PRINT VIEWS

FLEET CRUISE PUBLICITY 


T has been decided to permit active 

newspaper correspondents to take the 
cruise to Australia and New Zealand. 
The suggestion, it is stated, that the news- 
paper men be excluded from the Fleet 
after it leaves Honolulu, came from the 
State Department. It was opposed in 
the Navy Department and it appears that 
the Navy has won in this matter. 

There seems to be a disposition in some 
quarters to entertain some nonsensical 
ideas about a display of the strength 
of the Navy. The people of Australia 
and New Zealand, as evidenced by the 
constant demand for an extension of the 
itinerary, want to see the Navy and meet 
the American blue jacket. The trip will 
promote friendly relations between this 
country and Australia and New Zealand 
and there is no real reason why there 
should be any objections to the cultiva- 
tion of such relations. 

A small portion of the people in this 
country apparently are thinking strange 
thoughts in these days. There is no 
counting for the objections that were 
originally made against the publication of 
all of the details of the cruise to Aus- 
tralia. 

CAPTAIN CAMPBELL, J.A.G. 

AS anticipated in these columns, Capt. 
** Edward H. Campbell has been ap- 
pointed Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, to succeed Rear Adm. Julian A. 
Latimer, U.S.N., whose term comes to 
an end on April 29. It is understood 
that the place of the Assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation to succeed 
Captain Campbell has been offered to 
Capt. John R. Y. Blakely, and that he 
will accept. Capt. R. Z. Johnston, and 
Capt. W. G. Scott, who have recently 
been assigned to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, have been mentioned as successors 
to Captain Blakely, as Director of En- 
listed Personnel of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. 

The new Judge Advocate General was 
born in South Bend, Ind., in 72, and

his present residence is Oakland, Calif. 
Since his graduation from the Naval 
Academy in 1893, Captain Campbell has 
made a splendid record both afloat and 
on shore, in important assignments. He 
has served on the U.S.S. Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, Alert, Albatross, Bennington, 
Iowa, Indiana and North Dakota.

has commanded the New Orleans, the 
Charleston and Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania received the battle 
efficiency pennant and engineering trophy 
for the year ending July 1, 1923, when 
Captain Campbell was in command. For 
his services in command of the Penn- 
sylvania, a commendatory letter was 
given to Captain Campbell by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of Navy. Cap- 
tain Campbell also served with distinc- 
tion as Chief of Staff of Commander of 
the Battleship Force. 


SECOND TOUR OF DUTY 


N shore, Captain Campbell served as 

Instructor in Mathematics at the 
Naval Academy, and as Secretary to the 
General Board. This will be Captain 
Campbell’s second tour of duty as Judge 
Advocate General, having served in that 
capacity from 1907 to 1909. Captain 
Campbell was Commandant of the Naval 
Training Station at Newport, R. L, and 
took a course at the Naval War College. 


One of his last shore assignments was 
as Captain of the Navy Yard at Mare 
Island. , 


Captain Blakely, who will probably suc- 
ceed Captain Campbell as Assistant Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation has added 
much to his splendid service in the Navy 
by the work that he has been doing re- 
cently in handling the enlisted person- 
nel of the Navy. Under his direction, 
some very effective reforms have been 
made in building up the morale. of the 
enlisted personnel. He has done much 
to check the natural reaction that always 
comes in the enlisted personnel after a 
war. 

CLIFFORD JONES CASE 


NDER the usual proceedings in such 
litigation as the Clifford Jones case, 
the Department of Justice would appeal 
from the decision of the Court of Claims 
which is printed in another column. This 
was so stated at the Department of Justice 
when the news of the decision was received. 
It was admitted that the opinion had 
not reached the Department of Justice, and 
after the Solicitor General and his assist- 
ants read it they may hesitate, as the 
Court of Claims in its decision has drawn 
a deadly parallel not only between the offi- 
cers and the Department of Justice but 
between the President and Army officers.., 
The decision is enlightening and draws 
attention to the fact that officers of the 
civil establishment are receiving even more 
liberal allowances than those in the Army 
and Navy. It also brings out the fact 
that the furnishing of quarters to officers 
and enlisted men in the Army is made 
necessary by the demands of the Service. 
The court takes the position that the Army 
could not be maintained on an efficient 
basis unless the Government provided 
quarters for officers and men. It is a 
decision which should be widely read, so 
as to correct the impression that there is 
something in the nature of a sinecure in 
the allowances that are provided for by 
law for the Army and Navy. 

As the court points out, not only has 
this Government from its very foundation 
provided quarters for its military. forces 
but all countries have pursued the same 
policy. Quarters for officers and their de- 
pendents are as much a part of the Mili- 
tary Establishment as its armament. It is 
considered unfortunate that the decision of 
the court will not be widely read by the 
critics of the Army and Navy. 

Incidentally, it will be recalled that Lt. 
Col. William A. Graham, J.A.G., pre- 
pared the papers in the case when he was 
on duty in the War Department. Colonel 
Graham spent considerable time studying 
the income tax law. and convinced the 
authorities in the War Department that 
the Courts would not sustain the ruling of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. It was 
upon a memorandum submitted by Colonel 
Graham to the War Department that the 
case was based. 


CONSIDERS ALAMEDA BASE 


HE Secretary of the Navy retired for 

two days to the “seclusion” of Quantico 
to continue his reading of the testimony 
before the House Naval Affairs Committee 
on the Alameda-Mare Island naval base 
question. The Secretary set before him- 
self the immense task of reading the 
voluminous testimony which consumed a 
large part of the time of the Naval Com- 
mittee during the first session of last Con- 
gress. He found that he was interrupted 
so much at the Navy Department that he 
would probably not complete the review of 
the testimony before Congress convened 
again. 


JOHNS 


The offer of the city of Alameda to 
donate a site of 5,000 acres for a naval 
base expired on January 1. If the Depart- 
ment is to continue its advocacy of estab- 
lishing a naval base at Alameda it will be 
necessary to open negotiations with the 
city of Alameda. Even with the offer of a 
donation of this land, the Department en- 
countered opposition which it could not 
overcome in the last Congress, and its task 
would be increased if the city of Alameda 
does not renew its offer. It is thought 
necessary for the Secretary to render his 
decision before Congress convenes if any 
effort is to be made to secure terms from 
Alameda. 

It is understood that the Secretary is 
considering the whole question. He is not 
confining himself to the study of the situa- 
tion at Alameda, but is giving considerable 
thought to Hunters Point and other loca- 
tions in the lower San Francisco Bay. 


SECRETARY WEEKS’ “RESIGNATION” 


RESIDENT COOLIDGE rarely ever 

pays any attention to rumors printed in 
the daily press of changes in the Cabinet. 
Each week brings a crop of reports of 
prospective changes, and they are expected 
at the White House. 

He has made an exception in the case of 
Secretary Weeks. A statement was given 
out from the White House that Secretary 
Weeks had not tendered his resignation, 
and that the matter was not under con- 
sideration. Apparently the President is 
so anxious to retain Secretary Weeks that 
even rumors disturb him. 

As has been previously stated in these 
columns, it is entirely a matter for Secre- 
tary Weeks’ decision. The President has 
made no secret of his anxiety to have Mr. 
Weeks continue at the head of the War 
Department. 

WAR AND NAVY BUDGETS 

LTHOUGH Congress will not convene 

until December, the authorities in the 
War and Navy Departments are working 
industriously on the budget for 1927. The 
usual procedure is being followed, under 
which the War and Navy Departments 
will submit to the Director of the Budget 
the actual needs of the two establishments. 

The largest item in the War Depart- 
ment budget will be for the construction 
of quarters. With great vigor, not only 
the General Staff and the Quartermaster 
General but the Secretary of War will 
press the demand for increase of appro- 
priations for barracks and quarters for the 
Army. It is understood an attempt will 
be made to secure the approval of the 
Director of the Budget for the War De- 
partment’s program, under which military 
reservations which are of no or little mili- 
tary value, are to be sold and the money 
expended on this construction. : 

The Department will also ask for in- 
creases for the National Guard, Organized 
Reserves, and the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps. An attempt will be made to 
impress the Director of the Budget with 
the importance of developing the Army of 
the United States under the National De- 
fense Act, with its necessary increases in 
the budget of the War Department. 

The most important issue that will be 
raised by the Navy Department when it 
submits its budget will be appropriations 
for the starting of construction on six ad- 
ditional light cruisers. Eight were au- 
thorized by a bill passed last session, and 
appropriations were made for the starting 
of construction on two. The bill provides 
that construction be started on all of the 
eight by 1927, and if the terms of the bill 
are to be carried out appropriations for 
six new cruisers must be included in the 
Navy’s budget at the next session of the 
Congress. 

NOCE CASE EFFECT 


| response to numerous questions from 
the Army, it is stated that seven classes 
of the Military Academy will be affected 
by the decision in the Noce case, which 
will be up for argument in the United 
States Supreme Court in the week begin- 
ning April 20. They are the classes of 
1917, which graduated in 1917; of 1918, 
which graduated in August of 1917; the 
class of 1919, which graduated June, 1918; 
class of 1920, which graduated November, 
1918; class of 1921, which graduated No- 
vember, 1918; class of 1922, graduated 
July, 1920; and class of 1921, which gradu- 
ated in June of 1921. The act of May 28, 
1924, which took away from officers credit 
for service in the Military Academy, of 
course is not retroactive, and does not 
apply to these classes. 

The same general principle, under nor- 
mal conditions, would apply to graduates 


from the Naval Academy for the same 
period. The Noce case should be a test of 
the points of law involved for the Naval 
Academy as well as the Military Academy. 
However, the Comptroller General, in a 
number of cases, has refused to be bound 
by even a decision of the Supreme Court. 
The most notable case was that which was 
won both in the Court of Claims and in 
the Supreme Court, for Marine Corps uni- 
form gratuities. In this case the Comp- 
troller refused to be bound by the Supreme 
Court’s decision but insisted upon each 
claimant filing a suit in the Court of 
Claims. There were seven or eight hun- 
dred suits brought in the Court of Claims 
under this decision. The Court of Claims 
treated each case as a mere matter of 
routine and only required the papers to be 
filed in the proper form. 


FLEET COMMANDS 


THE Secretary of the Navy is inclined to 
take his time in the selection of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet, to succeed Admiral Coontz. Admiral 
Coontz will not be released until October, 
and the Secretary will probably delay mak- 
ing his selection until next Fall, not only 
for the Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet but the Commanders-in-Chief 
of the Asiatic and the European Fleets. 
Admiral Washington is not due to come 
to shore until Fall, and the new Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet will 
not be selected under the present plans 
until shortly before he is relieved. Ad- 
miral Andrews’ tour of duty as Com- 
mander-in-Chiet of the European Fleet 
expires in the middle of the Summer,. but 
he may not be disturbed until Fall. 

The delay in the selection of the Com- 
manders-in-Chief of the three large fleets 
is very apt to postpone the relief of the 
flag officers afloat in important commands. 
As evidenced by the manner in which he 
has filled the vacancies in the War De- 
partment bureaus, the Secretary did not 
announce his selection until shortly before 
the date of relief. 


GENERAL PERSHING’S PLANS 


EN. JOHN J. PERSHING will return 

to Washington from the West in a 
day or so. While in Chicago he delivered 
a notable address to the Officers’ Reserve 
Association of the 86th Division, in which 
he dwelt upon the function of Reserve 
officers under the National Defense Act in 
building up the Organized Reserves. Next 
week General Pershing will go to New 
York City, where he will be given a testi- 
monial by the American Legion at the 
Hypodrome, Saturday evening, April * 25. 
Upon returning from New York, General 
Pershing will make his preparation for a 
prolonged visit to South America, where 
he will serve as the head of a joint mission 
which is to supervise the plebiscite to 
determine the nationality of the Tacna- 
Area territory now in dispute between 
Chile and Peru. He will be accompanied 
on this mission by a staff of officials of the 
State Department and Army and Navy 
officers. A battleship will be used to 
transport the party. The date of de- 
parture has not been fixed, as important 
details must be arranged by Chile nd 
Peru before General Pershing takes charge.

With the exception of the Q.M.C. Units, 
which will not be able to take advantage 
of the opportunity for unit training this 
year, warning orders have been sent to all 
organizations informing the commander 
that his unit will be ordered to active duty 
training upon the above dates. With this 
warning order, the machinery in prepara- 
tion for the various camps is_ started. 
Each camp will be commanded by the unit 
commander. He will conduct the training 
and exercise the functions of commanding 
officer, make the efficiency reports on offi- 
cers attending, and in general be respon- 
sible for his unit. 

Under the direction of the regimental 
commanders, executive officers are already 
working out the detailed programs and 
schedules of instruction. These will be 
submitted by the regimental commanders 
to Division Headquarters for final appro- 
val. So far as understood at this time, a 
special situation exists in the cases of the 
303d Int. and the 322d Medical Regt. 
The former is the C.M.T.C. regiment at 
Ft. Williams, and the program of training 
will be as directed by the commanding 
officer of the C.M.T.C. The Medical Regi- 
ment, going to the Medical School at Car- 
lisle Barracks, will adopt the instruction 
program which is arranged for units by 
the post commander. 

In general, unit camps this year must 
proceed without dependence upon Regular 
Army troops. The exception to this is 
that certain assistance may be secured for 
the supervision of messes. By this is 
meant that the Regular Army garrison 
troops will not undertake the conduct of 
and responsibility for the operation of re- 
serve unit training camps. It is the pol- 
icy of the War Department that a “unit 
camp” shall operate under its reserve 
commander with the assistance of only the 


Regular Army personnel which is assigned - 


to the 97th Division. Troops will be fur- 
nished where available for demonstration 
and instruction purposes. 

Under this policy no foot troops will be 
available for the 322d Engineer Unit 
Camp. Detachments of cavalry will be 
used for demonstration purposes, there be- 
ing no infantry troops at Ft. Ethan Al- 


len. As engineer troops are armed with 
automatic rifles, these weapons will be 
available. Machine guns are not consid- 


ered appropriate to engineer instruction. 
An engineer officer, U. S. A., will be avail- 
able to instruct in technical subjects. 

The unit camp of the 388th .Infantry 
being the last to be held, no detailed ar- 
rangements have yet been made. Work 
upon the schedule of instruction is pro- 
ceeding. The governing consideration in 
the location of this camp is the fact that 
Ft. Ethan Allen is located within the area 
of the regiment. Conferences are being 
held with a view to arranging for mess, 
troops for purposes of instruction, ete. 

Detachments of troops from the 7th 
Field Artillery will be available for the 
unit camps of the 303d and 365th Field 
Artillery Regiments for purposes of in- 
struction. It is anticipated that a firing 
battery will always be available through- 
out the camp. Col. Reuben Smith, Execu- 
tive of the 365th Field Artillery, was at 
Fort Ethan Allen on March 25 and 26, 
looking over the situation and making 
preliminary arrangements.

IMULTANEOUS with the completion 
S of the new hospital at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., which was authorized by Congress 
from an appropriation of $275,000 made 
in 1923, work on the construction of the 
new cuartel type of barracks, authoriza- 
tion for the erection of which was made 
by the Congress in 1924, carrying with it 
an appropriation of $385,000, was an- 
nounced this week by the W ar Depart- 
ment. The new hospital is a most imposing 
structure and is considered to be one of 
the most modern and complete medical 
units which has been constructed at a 
Regular Army post. ; 

Construction of the first unit of the 
euartel type of barracks brings vividly to 
the minds of many of those in the Service 
the tireless efforts made by the military 
authorities in the War Department for a 
number of years to impress upon Congress 
the urgent need of adequate quarters for 
the personnel of the Regutar Establish- 
ment and also to bring to their attention 
the deplorable conditions which now exist 
in this respect at many of the posts 
throughout the country. 

On numerous occasions War Depart- 
ment authorities have pointed out to Con- 
vress the great need for correcting this 
most unsatisfactory housing condition, but 
to all of these pleas Congress has turned 
a deaf ear. The Service is extremely 
vrateful for the funds which have been 
appropriated for construction purposes, 
but a great deal yet remains to be done in 
this respect if the Regular Army is to be 
adequately housed. 

{n instance of this slow process of con- 
struction of quarters for the Regular 
Army is evidenced by the fact that no 
funds have been appropriated in 1925 to 
complete this first unit of the cuartel type 
of barracks, the construction of which has 
just been started. It is estimated that 
about $850,000 would be needed to com- 
plete the structure. The Chief of Infantry 
has urged the War Department to present 
the matter to the Director of the Budget, 
as it is believed that it was the intention 
of Congress to complete this building by 
successive appropriations and thereby pro- 
vide suitable quarters for the enlisted men, 
who have been under canvas at Ft. Ben- 
ning for nearly seven years. 


HE Infantry Board has submitted a 

report of test of Bead front sights for 
the service rifle. The boara found that 
although these sights were generally satis- 
factory, they were not sufficiently rugged, 
and on that account were not equal to the 
present standard sight. 


APPROVAL has been given by the War 
Department for the web gun sling, 
model 1923, as a standard article of issue 
for emergency only, or when there is a 
shortage of leather. 


QUARTERMASTER CORPS 


FFORTS are being made by the War 
Department to secure a uniform shade 
of cloth for officers’ breeches, which at the 
present varies greatly. In order to secure 
the desired uniformity decision has been 
made for the quartermaster to issue 
samples of the approved standard shade 
which will be sent to the various posts and 
stations for the purpose of assisting com- 
manding officers in securing this uni- 
formity in their respective commands. To 
this end the following letter of instruc- 
tions has been mailed to all corps area 
commanders, the commanding general of 
the United States Army forces in China, 
the commanding general of the District of 
Washington, and to commanding officers of 
all exempted places. It reads as follows: 
“On account of the general uncertainty 
which now prevails throughout the serv- 
ice regarding the color ot the breeches 
authorized by paragraph 3 b, A. R. 600-35, 
it has been decided to issue samples of the 
approved standard shade for such breeches 
only to all corps area commanders, quar- 
termaster depots, general sales stores, the 
United States Military Academy, the serv- 
ice schools and to the larger posts for the 
information of officers concerned in mak- 
ing future purchases and to assist com- 
manding officers in securing a reasonable 
umount of uniformity. 

“These samples will be furnished by the 
Quartermaster General and will conform 
in color and shade to the requirements of 
the above-quoted regulations. 

“It must be remembered, however, that 
slight variations in shade are to be ex- 
pected between different materials, between 
different weights of the same material and 
between the products of different manu- 
facturers, and that these samples are being 
issued as a guide to assist officers con- 
cerned in determining the requirements of 
the existing regulations and not with a 
view to establishing a fixed standard from 
Which no variation is allowable.”

SERVICE SCHOOLS 


REGIMENTAL preparatory school for 

those enlisted men who wish to pre- 
pare themselves for admission to West 
Point or for commissions from the ranks, 
has recently been established by the 29th 
Infantry at Ft. Benning, Ga. The estab- 
lishment of this school is primarily for 
the purpose of making good the promise 
made to ambitious recruits upon their en- 
listment in the Service for their advance-

ment in “rank and pay.’ 
Thirty enlisted men of this regiment, 
after a canvass had been made, made 


known their desire to enroll in the school 
in preparation of the examinations. Of 
this number, 14 men were disqualified in 
the preliminary physical examination. 
The school is being conducted by two 
officers and the enlisted students have been 
excused from all military duty in conflict 
with their attendance to the school, the 
hours being from 1 p. m. to 4 p.m. The 
subjects included in the present curriculum 
are Algebra, Geometry, Composition and 
Grammar, History of English Literature, 
General History and American History. 


INFANTRY SCHOOL 
Fr. BENNING, GA. 


OL. FRANK §S. COCHEU, present 
Chief of Staff of the 3d Corps Area, 
will be the next Assistant Commandant 
of the Infantry School. Orders detail- 
ing Colonel Cocheu were received at Post 
Headquarters on April 8. He will fill the 
vacancy caused by the relief of Brig. Gen. 
Alfred W. Bjornstad, subsequent to his 
appointment as a general officer. 
Colonel Cocheu will report at Benning 
about June 30. It is understood that he 
has already been relieved of his present 
assignment at Baltimore. He will imme- 
diately take over the office and duties of 
Assistant Commandant upon arrival here. 
The new Assistant Commandant is a 
graduate of the Military Academy and has 
a distinguished military record.

ARMY AIR SERVICE 





NDER the provisions of a bill which 

was introduced recently by Senator 
Hiram Bingham, of Connecticut, members 
of the Air Service who have acquitted 
themselves with distinction since April 6, 
1917, will be entitled to be awarded new 
decorations. Senator Bingham, who rose 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel during 
the World War, was the organizer of the 
ground school system and later served as 
chief of the personnel section of the Ameri- 
ean Expeditionary Forces in France. 

Provision is made in the bill, S. 4408, 
for the award of two decorations, one to 
be known as the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and the other the Air Service Cross. 
Under the terms of the bill the President 
is authorized to award the former decora- 
tion “to any person who, while serving in 
any capacity with the Air Service of the 
Army since April 6, 1917, has distin- 
guished, or who, after the approval of this 
act, distinguishes himself by extraordinary 
heroism while flying in military operations 
against the enemy.” 

The bill provides that the Air Service 
Cross will be awarded also by the Presi- 
dent “to any person who, while serving 
with the Air Service of the Army since 
April 6, 1917, has distinguished, or who, 
after the approval of the act, distinguished 
himself while flying, by acts of valor, 
courage or devotion to duty involving great 
or continuous hazard.” 

Provision is also made in this legislation 
for the awarding of bars for subsequent 
deeds performed which merit the award of 
either decoration. The award of either of 
these decorations to an enlisted man 
carries with it an increase in pay of $2 
per month and an additional $2 for every 
bar which may be awarded. 


According to reports, the 1925 Russian 
air program calls for the acquisition of 
1,030 new airplanes. Of this number, 500 
will be constructed in Russia, orders will 
be placed in Italy for the production of 
200 planes, while the Fokker Company 


will be given orders for the construction 
of 330 airplanes. It is stated that ap- 
proximately 700 airplanes were purchased 
by Russia from Holland and Italy during 
the first half of 1924. 


Reports reaching this country indicate 
that Sergeant Wernert, a pupil of Lieu- 
tenant Thoret, of the French Army, by 
gliding in the air for 9 hours and 17 min- 
utes has established a new world’s gliding 
record in a standard airplane with the 
engine stopped. The record was _ previ- 
ously held by Lieutenant Thoret, who 
established a mark at 9 hours and 4 
minutes, 


The outstanding feature of the Selfridge 
Field to Miami flight was the fact that 
for the first time in aeronautical history 
12 planes flew 2,900 miles at an average 
speed of 130 miles an hour. Maj. Thomas 
G. Lamphier, commanding officer of the 
flight, submitted a brief story of the flight, 
many features of which were overlooked 
by the daily press due to the much-pub- 
lished dawn-to-dusk flight features. The 
Chief of Air Service has expressed a desire 
that another flight should be attempted, 
and a second attempt may be made this 
month so that it will not interfere with 
any part of the training program of the 
1st Pursuit Group. As the days are be- 
coming longer, it is believed that with 
favorable weather no difficulty would be 
experienced in getting the planes through 
in one day.

HAT the United States could lead the 

world in the production of high-class 
polo ponies, if the American breeders were 
cognizant of the rich heritage they possess 
for this purpose in some of our own Ameri- 
can thoroughbred families, is pointed out 
by Edward Q. MeVitty, in an article ap- 
pearing in the March issue of The Re- 
mount, the official organ of the American 
Remount Association. In discussing this 
subject, Mr. MeVitty said: : 


“Ever since the great war there has 
been in all the polo-playing countries an 
acute shortage of high-class ponies. After 
the International Matches last September, 
the British sold at auction to an American 
buyer two ponies for a total of $21,000, 
and two others were sold privately for 
$15,000. If the United States is to con- 
tinue in future years successfully to de- 
fend the cup, now is the time to look at 
this situation seriously. 

“As our success in breeding the best: of 

race horses is now fully recognized, so by 
the intelligent use of the wonderful, level- 
headed, thoroughbred American strains 
can we attain the same distinction in the 
breeding of polo ponies. 
_ “Certain thoroughbred strains are suited 
in temperament to produce polo ponies, 
while others are not. Therefore, a knowl- 
edge of the differences between these 
strains is absolutely necessary. Failures 
in the past have been due largely to ig- 
norance of these essential points, the 
breeder placing too high a value on type 
and conformation—often at the expense 
of disposition. 

“It is also important that the breeder 
should have an acquaintance with those 
strains that inbreed without apparent de- 
terioration.”

“We can afford to be a little extravagant 
perhaps with the polo games, but we cannot 
afford to be dishonest in appealing to young 
men to enter the patriotic service of their 
country. 

“Enlisted men in our Army are never 
ordered to do work of this kind. Volun- 
teers are called for, and in every instance 
the supply will exceed the demand. And 
of the volunteers, only those who thor- 
oughly understand and love horses, and 
who themselves will be a credit to uni- 
form and country, are chosen. 

“We know of lots of fine young men 
who would be glad to go to England as 
grooms to Army officers’ polo ponies, and 
you can bet they would not feel degraded, 
and would do their level best to help the 
American team win.

MILITARY ‘TRAINING CAMPS 





[HE following is the correspondence be- 
tween the Secretary of War and the 
Commander of the Disabled American 
Veterans on the Citizens’ Military Train- 


ing Camps, endorsing the ©.M.T.C. 
National Commander Frank S,. Irwin 
wrote: 

“I desire to record the whole-hearted 


support of the Disabled American Veterans 
in the Civilian Military Training Camp 
movement. It is felt that no cross section 
of American citizenry is more thoroughly 
qualified to discuss the horrors of war, and 
none is more ready to aid in eliminating 
the probability of recurrence of conflict, 
than the men for whom the World War 
still endures. 

“With profound admiration for the mag- 
nificent qualities developed in our armed 
forces in 1917 and 1918, we are deeply 
appreciative of the fact that an earlier and 
more thorough preparation, when our en- 
trance seemed inevitable, would have les- 
sened the scars from which tens of thou- 
sands of our members continue to suffer. 

“While sane training for potential sol- 
diers is valuable, we feel that the camps 
really constitute a university in better 
citizenship, not only improving physical 
condition, but inculeating the higher prin- 
ciples of Americanism and leaving the 
youth of our country better fitted to per- 
form his obligation to the nation as a 
citizen. 

“With renewed assurances of our deter- 
mination to cooperate in this most laudable 
undertaking.” 

Secretary Weeks replied: 

“T am deeply appreciative of your letter, 
recording the whole-hearted support of the 
Disabled American Veterans in the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camp Movement. 
No endorsement could be more gratifying 
or encouraging to the War Department ; 
none should carry greater weight with the 
American people. On this subject it is 
final and unanswerable. Every member of 
the Disabled American Veterans is living 
evidence in favor of the cause he advo- 
cates. Before flesh and blood facts, words 
are empty. You know that more thorough 
military preparation is a necessity for the 
United States, not from hearsay nor from 
opinion, but by experience—because of 
what you saw and did, because of what 
you suffered and because of what those 
companions of yours suffered who walked 
by your side only while advancing against 
the common enemy. 

“The coming summer will be the fifth 
which Citizens’ Military Training 





in 
Camps have been held since the World 
War. The total attendance has_ been 


90,624. This is a small number compared 
with the more than three and a half mil- 
lions who reached the age of 21 during the 
same years. A month out of a life is brief 
time to be given to ‘service to country.’ 
The military result in the eyes of the 
world is meager indeed. But these camps 
have a defense value beyond and above the 
elementary military training given. They 
are positive proof that our sons propose to 
keep American liberty and rights inviolate, 
as their fathers and fathers’ fathers before 


them. That is enough to make potential 
enemies stop to think before becoming 


actual enemies. The greatest victories are 


the results of battles which are won with- 
out being fought. 

“There have only been four camps, but 
the evidence has been accumulative and 
decisive. The War Department has re- 
ceived thousands of letters from fathers 
and mothers thanking the Army for the 
betterment of their sons. More and more 
commercial organizations are encouraging 
their employees to attend them. Prac- 
tically every Federal and State government 
official who has visited a camp has en- 
dorsed it with enthusiasm. Patriotic and 
civic organizations have actually become 
recruiting agencies. 

“The great development of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps has been their 
citizenship value. This is more important 
than even the military, for the self-prep- 
aration of a man to defend his country is 
only part of an even larger and broader 
citizenship duty which embraces service to 
country as a normal, not an abnormal 
state; in peace as well as in war; in the 
office, the shop, and the farm as well as 
on the battlefield; for life rather than for 
two or three or four years—critical, vital, 


and decisive as such emergency years 
may be. 

“Courses in citizenship and American 
principles are featured. ‘These have been 
highly commended by educators. Even 


more valuable to my mind is the fact the 
boys from sunrise to sunset spend their 
entire time in service to country and in 
the performance of actual duties of citizen- 
ship. The whole atmosphere of the camps 
is charged with pure patriotism. There 
are also courses in democracy, but even 
these do not compare in value with the 
fact that the banker’s son, the merchant’s 
son, the machinist’s son, and the farmer’s 
son work and eat and sleep side by side, 
wearing the same uniform, living the same 
kind of life, doing the same tasks, co- 
operating together in all things in a com- 
mon cause. For them undemocratic stan- 
dards are eliminated for at least a month. 
They judge each other on a man-to-man 
basis. Each has an opportunity to mea- 
sure his companions and himself and find 
not only their true worth, but his own. 
It is too early to determine the exact 
national benefits of these camps, but they 
will assuredly be large and far reaching. 
The individual development and _better- 
ment have been so marked that there can 
be no doubt concerning their future value 
to the Nation.”

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SIGNIFICANT MANEUVERS 


HE middle of the week our Fleet sailed 
from San Francisco as it would sail to 
meet an enemy in time of war. The fact 
that it has so sailed, and that its departure 
means the beginning of the Hawaiian 
maneuvers was duly noted by the press of 
the country. The average newspaper 
reader probably glanced at the headlines 
telling of the fact. Probably the reason 
for the Fleet's using San Francisco as its 
base has escaped the country as a whole. 
Prior to the signing of the treaties which 
emanated from the Washington Arms Con- 
ference, the Hawaiian Islands really were 
part of our coast line, from a _ military 
point of view, and as such would have 
been used as the starting point for the 
Fleet in any maneuver. This, for the rea- 
son that we were then in the position to 
operate offensively in the Western Pacific. 
The Washington Arms Conference treaties, 
however, deprived us of this opportunity 
and put us on the defensive on the Eastern 
side of the Pacific. Similarly, these 
treaties made it possible for an Asiatic 
power, in case of war, to operate offensively 
in. the Eastern Pacific, starting from 
secure bases on the Asiatic side of that 
ocean, 

As a consequence, any maneuvers 
planned by us have to take into considera- 
tion the grave possibility of the capture of 
the Hawaiian Islands by an enemy power 
as the first step in an offensive war 
against us. With these islands, operations 
against our Vacific coast would be a rela- 
tively simple matter. Therefore, the first 
step which we would have to take would 
be to attempt to recapture them by an 
expedition starting from our Pacific coast. 





THE ARMY AND COMMUNISM 


THE complete report of the testimony 

in the cases of Pvts. Walter Trumbull 
and Paul Crouch, the alleged leaders in 
a communist plot in the Hawaiian gar- 
rison, has not yet been received. Until 
then it is too early to express an opinion. 
If it is proven beyond a doubt that the 
defendants were attempting to organize a 
movement in the Army to overthrow the 
government, a sentence of 26 years’ im- 
prisonment for Trumbull and 40 for 
Crouch may not be excessive. 

It is te be hoped that the higher authori- 


ties will not be stampeded by hysterical 
outbursts from the radical and sensa- 
tional press. It is really more serious to 
plot against the government in the Army 
than to engage in such nefarious activi- 
ties in civil life. Despite other theories, 
the stability of the government rests on 
the military forees. It is probably on 
this account that the alleged communists 
were making an attempt to undermine the 
loyalty of the Army to the government. 
The Army and Navy can never, in any 
way, question the wisdom of the consti- 
tuted civilian heads of the government. 
Commodore Decatur had this spirit of 
loyalty in mind when he said: “My coun- 
try, may it always be right; but, right 
or wrong, my country.” 

The Army is not the place in which to 
institute a reform in government. Com- 
munists and radicals should carry their 
campaigns for a change to the country 
where the people shape the policy of the 
government. The Army is created to 
serve the government which is constituted 
by the people. Any member of the Army 
or Navy who seeks to interfere with the 
functions of the duly constituted gov- 
ernment is guilty of treason, and must 
be punished if the Army is to be kept in 
condition to perform its funetions. <A 
sentence which might be excessive for these 
alleged communists in civil life might not 
be any more than adequate in the Army. 

The military authorities will not add 
to the prestige or effectiveness of the Army 
if they deal too leniently with communists, 
if any are found in the Services. Com- 
munism is incompatible with the oath 
which every officer and enlisted man takes. 


NEED OF ARMY QUARTERS 


HE failure to provide funds in the 1925 

appropriations for the purpose of com- 
pleting the barracks at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
serves to call attention to the fact that 
the enlisted men in this garrison have been 
living under canvas for nearly seven years. 
In war time troops must accept conditions 
as they are. However, it is now more 
than six years ‘since the armistice was 
signed. Ft. Benning, Ga., because the 
home of the Infantry School of the Army, 
is one of the most important posts occu-

The Seeretary of War has repeatedly 
ealled attention to the fact that the Army 
is not properly housed. It is not only a 
question of comfort but also of health and, 
above all, of morale. When the Govern- 
ment seeks voluntary enlistments in time 
of peace it holds out certain inducements, 
and thereby morally makes a contract with 
the citizens who enlist. The least that 
should be done is to serupulously live up 
to the terms of the contract. Failure to 
adequately house the soldier in time of 
peace is a failure to fulfill the terms under 
which he was enlisted. 











AVIATION EPOCH BEGINS 

HE suecessful round trip of the 

“Maiden Dearborn” from Detroit to 
Chicago, it is to be hoped, marks the be- 
ginning of an epoch in aviation in this 
country. This trip was the first in our 
history of a purely commercial air freight 
line. With the development of commercial 
aviation the military air forces will have 
a civilian industry as a source of supply. 
This will be in accordance with our best 
principles and traditions. The recent air 
controversy was largely due to the desire 
to use military aviation as a means of 
building up commercial aviation in this 
country.

CAVALRY HORSES 
To Tue Epiror: 


N your issue of January 24 there 
appears a letter signed “W. C. B.,” 
published under the title, “On Cavalry 
Conditions,” in which reference is made 
to my letter published in the January 
3d_ issue. 

It is indeed hard to believe that the 
War Department could permit the cut- 
ting down of forage allowances for serv- 
ice horses in time of peace, and I 
heartily agree “if the soldier's ration 
was similarly reduced the public would 
soon hear of it through editorials in the 
great metropolitan dailies, but unfortu- 
nately the neighing of troop horses and 
braying of hungry mules does not reach 
the ears of those really responsible for 
the shortage.” If horse neighs and mule 
brays represented votes, public animals 
would get at least a full dinner pail. 

It would appear now that perhaps Mr. 
Shiverick was right in his letter pub- 
lished in the issue of November 29. 
After all, maybe the service horse does 
need friends in the voting public and it 
certainly does need them if service ani- 
mals of this great nation have to sub- 
sist on ration allowances cut below what 
has always been considered a_ proper 
amount of feed for an Army horse. 

Can anybody throw any light on 
where the responsibility rests for this 
cut? W. C. B. lays the blame on “lack 
of sufficient appropriations,” but who is 
responsible for that lack of appropria- 
tions? Did the members of the United 
States Congress reduce the requirement 
for appropriations to feed the service ani- 
mals or did the department charged with 
preparing requests for appropriations 
take it upon itself to ask for an appro- 
priation insufficient to give Army horses 
their three square meals daily? 

’. C. B. states that during the war 
the freight on American hay frem port 
to port was $120 per ton. It seems im- 
possible that the cost of the freight by 
ship alone was about eight times the 
initial cost of the hay, to which should 
be added the cost of freight by rail to 
and from the seaboard. Maybe that war 
hay cost $250 per ton. Prohibition prices. 

’. C. B. also says that in the latter 
part of 1918 our U. S. Army forage bill is 
said to have been over $500,000 per day. 
On the face of it, it should jolt anybody's 
common sense to tell them that we spent 
over $500,000 a day on forage and that 
we had hungry animals in the Army. 
What was the sense of spending all that 
Government money if the animals did 
not get the feed and if the animals did 
get the feed, why were they hungry? It 
looks like Congress ought to make one 
more investigation about the war. 


W. C. B. states that in 1917-1918 in. 


the A. E. F. “the shortage of forage was 
acute,” and that “the losses were cor- 
respondingly heavy.” W. B. forgives 
this on the grounds that it was due to 
war conditions. Does that mean that 
war conditions would always be respon- 
sible for heavy losses of horses because 
there must be a shortage of forage? If 
that is a fact it is time that some effort 
be made to prepare to give horses their 
full rations during war either by increas- 
ing the transportation allowance or mak- 
ing up a canned food for them to corre- 
spond with the canned rations fed to 
soldiers in the field. Unnecessary losses 
of horses on campaign is not only ex- 
travagant and cruel, but may well im- 
pair combat efficiency of troops. 

W. C. B. says that comparison of con- 
dition and care of public animals be- 
tween the British and the United States 
Armies in France was markedly in favor 
of the British and then in the follow- 
ing paragraph suggests as an explana- 
tion that the British animals were 
nearer their base than were the United 
States animals. It is a fact though, that 
the British purchased many tens of 
thousands of animals in this country and 
it is probably a reasonable assumption 
that they also purchased much of their 
forage from beyond the British Isles. 
There seems no excuse that American 
animals were not just as well fed and 
cared for as British animals during the 
war and I am still loath to accept as a 
general fact that our animals on the 
whole were not as well treated as those 
of any army. The United States in war 
time is a generous nation and it does 
rot seem possible that our responsible 
officers could permit service animals to 
go hungry on campaign if it was pos- 
sible for any other nation to feed its ani- 
mals on similar service. 

W. C. B. says: “In 1917-18 I travelled

At time 
of my reenlistment I had in my possession all 
clothing, in a serviceable condition, required by 
Army regulations. My first settlement on June 
30, 1922, was shown to be $21.65, which appears 
to me to be in error. This settlement does not 
allow me as money savings any part of the 
initial allowance. Will you please give me 
statement as to the exact money my 637 should 
have shown on June 30, 1922, as accruing to

A. Not knowing all the particulars of your 


case, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL cannot give 


you an official interpretation of your clothing 
settlement. The JOURNAL suggests, however, 
that you read carefully, War Dept. Circulars 


224 and 296 of 1921; Circular 153 of 1922; and 
Circulars 39 and 80 of 1923, which will give 
you the exact amount of clothing allowance. 
From this you can deduct the amount drawn 
plus the 50 per cent for reclaimed clothing. If 
your computations do not agree with those of 
your company figures, suggest that you take 
the matter up with your detachment commander.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following Digest of Comptroller General 
Decisions is announced: 

- A member of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
applied for a review of a settlement wherein 
was disallowed claim for longevity pay for a 
four years’ enlistment, in which he actually 
served only three years and nine months. The 
Comptroller General ruled that only actual ser- 
vice rendered may be counted for longevity pay 
purposes under the act of June 10, 1922. (Mil- 
ler’s case, November 10, 1924.) 

2. An officer of the Finance Dept., U.S.A., 
requested review of his settlement disallowing 
claim for rental allowance while on temporary 
duty at Camp McClellan, Ala., during the pe- 
riod from July 3 to August 31, 1923. 

The orders of May 17, 1923, relieved claimant 
from assignment and duty at Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kans., and the orders of June 13, 1923, assign- 
ing him to temporary duty before reporting at 
his new permanent station did not change the 
prior orders in this particular. It appearing 
that public quarters were not assigned to or 
occupied by him or his dependents, he is en- 
titled to rental allowance during the period while 
on temporary duty at Camp McClellan from 
July 3 to August 31, 1923, being the allowance 
for five rooms at $20 per room per month for 
one month, 28 days, or $193.33. (Jacobson’s 
case, April 2, 1925.) 

8. A 1st Lieutenant, U.S. Marine Corps (re- 
tired), requested reconsideration of a decision 
disallowing his claim for rental allowance from 
August 22, 1922, to July 27, 1923. 

The Comptroller General said that claimant 
was occupying Government quarters at Quan- 
tico, Va., when he entered the Naval Hospital, 
Washington, D. C., and that he was subse- 
quently transferred from the Naval Hospital at 
Washington, D. C., to the Army Hospital at 
Denver, Colo., where he remained until July 27, 
1923, when he was retired. The disallowance 
was based on the fact that public quarters were 
occupied by him when he entered the Army 
Hospital at Denver, Colo., where he remained 
until July 27, 1923, when he was retired. The 
disallowance was based on the fact that public 
quarters were occupied by him when he entered 
the Naval Hospital at Washington, D. C. 

There were no orders relieving claimant from 
permanent duty at Quantico, Va., and the oc- 
ecupancy of his quarters by another officer dup- 
ing his absence in hospital did not terminate the 
assignment to him of quarters existing when 
he left his station to enter the hospital. It 
must be held, therefore, that claimant was as- 
signed quarters at his permanent station dur- 
ing the period in question, and for that reason 
is not entitled to the rental allowance claimed. 
(Bradley’s case, April 2, 1925.) 

4. In a communication dated May, 1924, ad- 
dressed by a Captain of the Army to the Chief 
of Finance, War Department, it was contended 
that the amount of $50.75 stated by his mother 
to be for monthly living expenses did not in- 
clude the contribution toward her board by her 
daughter of $20 per month, and that this item 
should be eliminated from her income and ex- 
penses for this reason. 

In her affidavit the mother swore that her 
gross income per month was $58.25 and if from 
this there be deducted $8.25 received from in- 
vestments, her income from other sources would 
necessarily be $50 per month and of this the 
affidavit shows the contributions from the offi- 
cer from September, 1921, to August, 1922, were 
only $37.50 per month and from September, 
1922, to August, 1923, only $42.50 per month, 
indicating an undisclosed income from other 
sources of $12.50 and $7.50 per month during 
these respective periods, which is contradictory 
to the statements in the mother’s affidavit. 

Upon the facts presented it is concluded that 
the mother of the officer is not necessarily and 
actually dependent upon him for her chief sup- 
port. (Hubbell’s case, April 3, 1925.) 

5. An officer to be entitled to the allowance 
under the act of April 16, 1918, 40 Stat. 530, 
must establish not only that he actually con- 
tributed the major amount to the support of a 
dependent parent, but that he of necessity did 
so. (Jackson’s case, April 4, 1925.) 

6. A Reserve Officer of the Navy applied 
for a review of his claim for retainer pay. In 
the decision it was stated that the records as 
furnished by the Bureau of Navigation show 
that he complied with the first requirement of 
the act of July 1, 1918, through the performance 
of active duty for training from August 27 to 
September 11, 1920. However, the Commanding 
Officer of the Second Regiment, Duluth, Minn., 
reported that he did not comply with the sec- 
ond requirement of the act of July 1, 1918, viz., 
that he did not attend drills or perform other 
equivalent duty from July 1, 1920, to Septem- 
ber 30, 1921. Because of his reported failure 
to comply with the second requirement, the 
decision held that the act of June 4, 1920, pre- 
cluded payment of retainer pay, and that hav- 
ing nevertheless been paid he is indebted to the 
United States for the amount thereof. (At- 
wood’s case, April 4, 1925.) 

7. In reply to a request made by a Finance 
Officer as to whether he was authorized to pay 
increased subsistence allowance to a Major with 
dependents, the Comptroller General, after re- 
viewing the facts, said that obviously a claim 
presented under these circumstances is not one 
that should be entertained by a disbursing offi- 
cer. 

The mother of the officer has been a widow 
since October 8, 1918. She owns her own home 
in Baker, Oreg., and during a considerable por- 
tion of each year lives alone in and maintains 
this home. She has bonds which she values at 
$1,700 and personal property she values at $500; 
her gross income from the bonds, from a mar- 
ried daughter employed as a clerk in the Public 
Health Service in Washington, D. C., and from 
other sources not disclosed, averages $45 per 
month. 

While the value of the mother’s home at 
Baker, Oreg., is stated in the affidavit to be $1,000, 
in view of its location, the inflated value of 


residence property generally, and the, fact that 
in numerous vouchers by which he claimed 
commutation of heat and light under the act 
of April 16, 1918, the Major while serving as a 
Lieutenant Colonel certified it contained six 
rooms exclusive of baths, closets, halls, pan- 
tries and storage rooms, the valuation seems 
exceedingly moderate. Whether or not that be 
the case, it must be held that the dependency 
of the mother on the officer for her chief sup- 
port has not been established. Authority for 
payment of the account was denied. (Dale’s 
case, April 4, 1925.) 

8. In answer to a request from a Finance 
Officer of the Army for an advance decision as 
to his authority to pay a voucher for rental 
allowance for an officer on account of his de- 
pendent mother, the Comptroller General brings 
forth proof from the Veterans Bureau that the 
mother received allotments and family allow- 
ance for two other sons in 1918 and 1919, as 
well as compensation of $20 per month for the 
death of one of them. This evidence, appar- 
ently, was not shown in the affidavits presented 
by the officer upon which he collected compen- 
sation of quarters and rental allowance. Au- 
thority for payment of the current voucher was 
denied. (Pace’s case, March 27, 1925.) 

9. The Secretary of War requested decision 
of questions involving payment under the act 
of May 31, 1924, of 50 per cent additional fly- 
ing pay to members of the National Guard 
while performing duties provided for by sections 
92, 94, 97, and 99 of the National Defense Act 
and to reserves on duty requiring them to par- 
ticipate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights, to which the Comptroller General replied 
in part: 

It is proper to observe that the requirement 
as to detail to duty involving flying, required in 
connection with officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Services is by the 
amendment of Section 20 not applicable to per- 
sonnel of the National Guard nor to the reserves 
of any of the services mentioned in the title of 
the act of June 10, 1922; and that the regula- 
tions contained in the Executive order of July 
1, 1922, drawn to meet the statutory require- 
ments as to detail applicable to the Regular 
Service will not of their own force be applica- 
ble to the conditions created by the amendment 
of May 31, 1924, relating to the National Guard 
and the Reserves. 

In this connection, it would appear that the 
statute requires that for the prospective appli- 
eation of the law an authorized official, who 
may be designated by regulations made by the 
President, shall by a proper order assign offi- 
cers, warrant officers or enlisted men of the 
services in question, including such of the per- 
sonnel of Federally recognized air service units 
of the National Guard who it is contemplated 
shall participate in flight training, to duty re- 
quiring them to participate regularly and fre- 
quently in aerial flights. A copy of such writ- 
ten order or orders should be filed with the 
voucher on which the additional pay is claimed. 
In addition, each voucher on which the addi- 
tional pay is claimed should be supported by a 
schedule showing by date, hour, and duration 
the flights in which the claimant participated, 
as well as evidence in the form of orders (or 
pay roll references in case of encampments un- 
der section 94, or camps of instruction under 
section 97) under which the claimant became 
entitled to pay proper. 

Until the regulations contemplated by the 
amendment shall have been issued more specific 
determination can not be made of the conditions 
precedent necessary to payment of the increased

10. An Army officer claimed commutation of 
quarters from June 15, 1922, to June 30, 1922, 
and rental allowance from July 1, 1922, to July 
20, 1922, which under orders relieving him from 
duty at Plattsburg Barracks and assigning him to 
duty on September 16, 1922, at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
During the interval he was ordered to a tem- 
porary station at Camp Devens, Mass., and 
given two months’ leave.

During the period July 1 to 20, 1922, inclu- 
sive, the officer was not assigned quarters for 
himself and dependents at a permanent station 
and therefore is entitled to rental allowance 
under the provisions of the act cited, amount- 
ing to $53.33. (Mitchell’s case, March 28, 1925.) 
11. A Marine Sergeant was discharged at 
San Diego, Calif., September 19, 1924, reenlisted 
at Portland, Oreg., September 22, 1924. In 
December, 1924, he was transferred to Mare 
Island, Calif. His dependents traveled from 
Portland, Oreg., to Mare Island and claim was 
made for reimbursement for what it would have 
cost the Government to have transported them 
from San Diego, Calif. 5 
The Comptroller General in reviewing the 
case said when a man is discharged and does 
not immediately reenlist he ceases to have any 
station at all, and upon reenlisting does not 
acquire a permanent station until one is as- 
signed and he reports for duty thereat. In this 
case, the Sergeant ceased to have a station upon 
being discharged at the Naval Operating Base, 
San Diego, Calif., on September 19, 1924. He 
eould not again acquire a permanent station 
until reporting for duty under assignment after 
reenlisting at Portland, Oreg., on September 22, 
1924 
It appears from the evidence submitted that 
his first permanent duty station after enlisting 
on September 22, 1924, was at Mare Island,

SERVICE PUBLICATIONS 


ROBERT E. LEE, THE SOLDIER, By Maj. 
Gen. Sir Frederick Maurice. Published by the 
Houghton Mifflin Company, 2 Park Street, Bos- 
ton, Mass. Price $4.00. 


This interesting volume is, as the author 
states, primarily an appreciation of Lee’s gen- 
eralship. Its initial chapters deal with the 
necessary sketches of Lee’s descent and early 
life. Lee was noted for his clean and quiet life. 
Emphasis is placed on the fact that overen- 
thusiastic biographers have placed the ido) of 
the South in the position of wearing a halo, 
which the writer points out, is the last thing 
General Lee desired. 


The introductory chapters, which deal with 
Lee, the man, refute much of the false hero- 
tradition built around Lee. They show his per- 
sonal and soldieriy qualities which have endeared 
him to the American people. 


Lee’s ability to plan out campaigns was ex- 
ercised within a limited scope during his serv- 
ice with General Scott during the Mexican 
War. The author attributes his grasp of mili- 
tary matters to the application of natural abil- 
ity and a series of fortunate assignments. 
was enabled, through duty at the War Depart- 
ment in Washington, to learn the administra- 
tion of the Army, through his superintendency 
at West Point, to learn to judge men of varied 
character and attainments, and through his 
association with officers who were afterwards 
pitted against him, the extent and ability of 
the opposition. 


In describing Lee’s conduct during the vari- 
ous campaigns, which the author divides into 
the defense of Richmond, the first offensive, the 
wait to strike, the second offensive and ulti- 
mate withdrawal and defeat, Lee’s talents as 
a strategist, rather than a tactician, are proven. 
The fact that he laid out plans of campaign 
and left to such an able subordinate as “Stone- 
wall” Jackson, the carrying out of his plans, 
makes it easier to realize his generalship. 


The detailed account of General Lee’s activi- 
ties, with maps to clarify the meaning of the 
text, make the book an excellent account of 
certain phases of the Civil War. 

Anyone who reads the volume will come to 
the conclusion that the Confederate formula for 
success was not to get there “fustest with the 
mostest men” but to get there “fustest with 
Marse Robert.” And it worked until 1865.

OBITUARIES 


URG.—Maj. Stoddard S. Burg, chief

Merchandising is the second oldest function in 
what is known as business, if not contempora- 
neous with the oldest itself, which, of course, is 
production. The last two generations, however, 
have seen three rather remarkable departures 
from the methods of the ages in distributing 
goods, these being the department store, mail- 
order house, and chain store. 

The first organization to venture into the 
chain-store field was the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company which organized a system 
of wagon stores in 1858. The Jones Brothers’ 
Tea Company followed with a grocery chain in 
1872, and the Woolworth 5-and-10-cent stores 
were launched in 1879. However, it is only 
since about 1900 that the chain-store idea has 
really come into its own and spread to cover 
practically all lines of merchandise. The Har- 
vard Business Review, in a recent issue, esti- 
mates the annual volume of business of chains 
at well over $1,000,000,000, and the number of 
stores operated at nearly 100,000. Of the indi- 
vidual units, about 50 per cent are operated by 
grocery chains, with drug, shoe, tobacco, and 
5-and-10-cent store chains combined operating 
about 25 per cent of the total. 

Along with the idea of having more than one 
retail unit under a central management, manu- 
facturing the merchandise sold, warehouse and 
trucking facilities, and jobbing have been added 
by the larger chains. Against this competition, 
the individual retailer is, of course, at a con- 
siderable handicap in the matter of prices at 
which he may sell his goods. The iarger grocery 
chains, for example, manufacture almost exclu- 
sively their entire line of bread, and to a con- 
siderable extent, canned goods, roast their own 
coffee, and manufacture a wide variety of mis- 
cellaneous household articles. 

The same development has taken place in 
shoe-store chains where only a small fraction of 
the total merchandise carried is purchased from 
jobbers, such items consisting largely of allied 
products such as overshoes, boots, and fancy 
buckles. In the large tobacco chains not over 
one-tenth of the supplies are purchased from 
the middleman. Even in drug chains, where a 
great many different items are carried, many of 
which are protected by patents, the elimination 
of the middleman has been rather complete. 
The larger chain stores not only manufacture a 
substantial part of the goods which they retail, 
but some of them go a step farther and pro- 
duce the raw materials. It is not unsual to find 


“these organizations owning farms upon which 


are produced fruits and vegetables sold in their 
stores in either the raw or canned state. Some 
of the larger tobacco chains own or control 
tobacco plantations. In such instances as the 
foregoing, the products are usually sold under 
special trade names or private brands. 

The companies listed in the accompanying 
table cover the chain-store field pretty thor- 
oughly, embracing the grocery, 5-and-10-cent 
store, shoe, general merchandise, clothing, de- 
partment store, drug, and restaurant businesses. 
The preferred stocks of these companies offer 
high-grade investments on an attractive income 
basis. A number of those in a group are listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange, and the 
remainder have good over-the-counter markets.
